Auron, III. -July 29.—The greatest rain storm 
which has visited this vicinity for some time set 
in yesterday, aud the rain fell in torrents until 
last night. A number of houses up the creek at 
the corner of Sixth anf Alby streets and on 
other low grounds were flooded, and considerable 
damage done, but the greatest destruction in 
this vicinity was in the Wood River bottom, in 
the Vicinity of the Junction. Both forks of 
Wood River overflowed their banks yesterday 
afternoon and swept a resistiess torrent across 
the bottom. The stream was 4 feet higher 
then any point reached in the last 
forty years, which gives some idea of the height 
attained by the flood.

Two bridges on the Rock Island Road, 
one of them st Woods, were also carried away, 
while the track whe wasbéd out and badly dam- 
aged. At 12 o'clock to-day the wagon-road to 
St. Louis was still 2 or 8 feet under water as far 
as the eye could trace it, from the railroad-cross- 
ing beyond the Three-Mile House. The break 
in the Terre Haute Road at that point is a seri- 
ous one, but will probably be repaired by to- 
morrow so that trains can pass. On the Chicago 
track «a bad break occurred at a point 
about a mile south of Milton Bridge, but 
thé damage was 80 promptly repaired 
that trains crossed before 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing. The loss to the farmers on the bottom by 
this overflow will be heavy. In many coru-fleids 
the water this morning was 2 or 3 feet deep. 
The path of the thain torrent présents a curious 
spectacle. Rails, fehemg, trees, and debris of 
every description, are seen on every hand. The 
details we have givén of the flood are meagre. 
Enough ie known to show that the flood is the 
most disastréus that has oceurred in that section 
for forty years.

Mandalay was to enddavor to procure the sur- 


render of the Panthay fugitives, who, as you 
are aware, took refuge some week ago in 
the British Residency at Bhamo, and who were 
subsequentiy conveyed to Rangoon by the po- 
litical agent, Cooke. On the other hand, 
the Rangoon alleges that Leeseetahi 
came as an accredited agent from China, and 
was the bearer of dispatches officially announc- 
ing to the King of Burmah the death of the Em- 
peror of China. Under these cirounistances, it 
is said, the King could not do otherwise than 
treat him as an honored guest, notwithstanding 
the grave suspicion of hostility to the British 
Government under which he labored. Another 
view of the matter, which is not without a con- 
siderable number of supporters, is that the 
King’s conduct is due te folly and ostentation, 
rather than to any deliberate intention to insult 
us. The account of Sir Douglas Forsyth’s first 
interview with His Majesty is anxiously looked 
for. It ought to be received here before the end 
of the current week, although there would ap- 
pear to be some interruptions of the tel 

lines in Burmah, which may possibly éause 
lay. Notwithstanding the fact that the Goveru- 
ment new looks u the. difficulty in a more 
serious light, the balance of public opinion still 
appears to lean to the belief that a peaceable 
settlement will yet be come to. 

** Meanwhile sides continue —— on 
preparations for war. It may be in the tecollec- 
tion of your readers that some weeks ago I men- 
tioned a story told by one of the Bombay news- 

ing certain suspicious-looking Ital- 
arrived at that port by a recent 
steamer, ostensibly with the object of establish- 
ing a silk manufactory, but really, it was sup- 
posed, with the view of proceeding to Upper 
Buryeah, to set up a factory for arms and muni- 
tions of war.

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THE FORGERY CASE.: 


Third Day of the Trial of R. K. 
Turner. 


Testimony of Reed, Patten; and 
Others. 


The trial of Rudolphus K. Turner for the al- 
leged forgery of certain deeds was resumed be- 
fore Judge Farwell in the Criminal Court yester- 
day morning. The counsel—Mesers. Storrs and 
Swett—were early on band. 

The argument on the admissibility of certain 
portions of the witness Reed's evidence, which 
it was supposed had been concluded the day be- 
fore, was unexpectedly opened again by Mr. 
Barnum for the prosecution, and much time 
was consumed by him. He spoke at great 
length, and cited a ide range of 
authorities to ‘gompel the admission 
of Reed’s testimony in relation to the alleged 
complicity of Turner with witness in other for- 
geries besides the one for which Turner is on 
trial. 

Mr. Emery A. Storrs then took up the argu- 
ment in behalf of the exclusion of such testi- 
mony. He held that there was no rule to deter- 
mine such cases, which admitted of a universal 
application, and that they must be decided by 
special circumstances. In this case he said the 
alleged interest of the prosecution was to intro- 
duce evidence for the purpose of proving the 
guilty knowledge of the defendant. Undoubtedly 
the purpose was to introduce it to corroborate 
the witness’ testimony in the present case. He 
then went into a very happy and exhaustive 
argument of the matter, which occupied a large 
share of the remainder of the morning. 

Judge Farwell held that there was ample evi- 
dence of guilty knowledge, and ef used to admit 
the evidence in controversy. 

ME. JAMES REED 

then took the stand, and was first cross-exam- 
med by Mr. Swett. In answer to question 
witness admitted he had asked for a 
nol. pros. on an indictment for forgery. 
He was not certain whether or not it was for 
forging the present deed. The indictment was 
set aside with right to reinstate. -Witness 
bad been in jail. Mr. Hill had furnished his 
bail. Witness had been promised release from 
prosecution t he would testify. He had given 
testimony in the United States Court in the case 
between Hill aud Turner. He had blanks simi- 
lar to the ones upon which the forged deeds 
were written. There had been a large number 
of blanks in his trunk. Ile seals on the deed, 
with the exception of the seal of New York, fur- 
nisbed by Turner, were paper seals which he 
bed had ia his possession. Witness 
could not remember the time of his first for- 
gery. He thought it was not as long ago as 
twenty or twenty-five years. His bail on the last 
bond was $10,000. Bisbee and Jerome were his 
bondsmen on the first bond. 

In aus wer to questions by Mr. Barnum, wit- 
ness said he had been assured of a nol. pros. if 
he would testify. He had been thus assured be- 
fore bail had-been procured. Bail had been fur- 
nished to get him out of jail.

was the next witness. Lived at St. Louis. Was in 
the employ of G. J. McClelland as an examiner of 
titles to real estate at No. 320 Chestnut street. 
Had before been employed to make up records 
of plais of real estate for St. Louis County. 
Had known Turner since 1868. First made bis 
acquaintance in Quincy. Was employed by him. 
Left bim in 1872. Worked for bim from 1568 to 
1872 with the exception of certain intervals. In 
1871 was employed’ by National Life-Insurance 
Company of Chicago, as agent at Quincy. 
Turner lived in Quincy.. Knew Reed. 
Brookfield, Mo., in 
1868. He was at that place with Turner 
in business. Turner bad an office in Quincy. 
His business was speculating in titles to real 
estate in the military tracts in [ilinois and Mi- 
souri. Frequentiy saw Reed at Turner’s office. 
He (Reed) visited Quincy two or three times a 
year, Witness had been Turner's confidential 
clerk and bookkeeper. Had heard Turner and 
Reed talk over real-estate business. Became 
acquaiated with Reed’s business about. 1870. 
Learned it from Turner and Reed. Had heard 
Turner converse with Reed in relation to certain 
deeds the latter bad made for him. 
One conversation was relative to lands in Cai- 
houn County. It was then stated that Mr. 
Reed for the eum of $200 had made the deeds 
there e for M Turner. Knew Turner's hand- 
writing. Also knew Reed's. Several deeds pre- 
sented to witness he thought had been written 
by Reed; also certificates of acknowledgment. 
Deeds covered 320 acres of land. Hed hed a 
conversation with Turner in reference to lands 
in ‘Cook County. It took place December, 1874, 
in St. Louis. The land talked of was Chicago 
suburban property. James Reedand Mra. Har- 
rell were mentioned in the conversation. Turner 
mentioned that she had broughta suit against 
bim to recover certain interests. He had 
beaten her in the suit, he said. 
They talked about tities of Cook County lands. 


Tue talk then drifted into difficulties which had 


arisen between Turner and Reed. Witness told 
Turner tbat Reed said be had been treated bad 


ly, and had not been paid for his work.

It seems to be very difficult to make up 
that Commission that is to investigate Prof.

THE ILLINOIS GRAIN-INSPECTION LAWS. 

Tus Tamer yesterday published an ex- 
pression of leading and intelligent members 
of the Board of Trade of the grievances 
which producers in the Northwest and mer- 
chants in Chicago suffer under the political 
system of State inspection of grain. The 
facts of this matter may be substantially 
stated ‘as follows: No grain reaching Chicago 
can be inspected except by a politician who 
supports some particular person for United 
States Senator. That the State inspec- 
tion of grain in Chicago has never 
been intrusted to an expert, and even 
if the Inspector were an expert he has no 
discretion but must rate grain according to 
certain cast-iron rules made by a Board of 
Commissioners profoundly ignorant of all 
things pertaining to the subject. That these 


climate, weather, and soil, of season and of 
latitude, rating the wheat of Southern IIli- 
nois and that of Northern Minnesota by the 
same inexorable test; and excluding the posi- 
bility that varieties may exist without loss of 
grade or value, and, selecting one variety as a 
standard of quality, holds all others to be in- 
fexior in value for all purposes. Such a rule 
is as senseless as it is unjust, yet that is the 
inflexible inspection established by the State 
Board of politicians for the government of 
the force of inspecting politicians who are 
pensioned upon the producers of the North- 


of Chicago. 

The inspection laws of this State were in- 
vented and framed to injure and divert busi- 
ness from this city. It was an ungracious 
and ungenerous blow at Chicago, instigated 
by the petty jealousy of other points. It 
was done to force grain which naturally 
would seek Chicago to Toledo, Milwaukee, 
and other places. It had also the apology of 
providing an asylum for a corps of seedy 
politicians, where they might be supported 
by a tax on the trade of this city, and where 
occasionally ten, twenty, or forty thousand 
| dollars of public money could be taken and 
placed where it would do them the most good. 

For this purpose the Legislature of Illinois 
has created a Board of Inspectors, who meet 
every bushel of wheat or other grain coming 
into the State from other States and tax it, 
and ignorantly or maliciously stamp it as in- 
ferior goods, and thus réduce its value as a 
commodity. The State has erected here in 
Chicago a political tribunal authorized to 
stamp all grain coming here as of an inferior 
grade, and its owners are thus deprived of 
the real value of their property. 

The effect of this law and this ignorant 
system of inspection has been to drive th 
producers of grain to other markets. Grain 
shippers all over the West have to send their 
grain to Eastern points direct or to Milwau- 
kee, in order to have it intelligently inspected 
and graded, or to send it to Chicago and 
have it graded 4 cents a bushel less than the 
same kind of grain can be sold for elsewhere. 

Another result of the State political in- 
spection system is, that Inspectors permit 
shippers to send hence two kinds of grain, 
one of an inferior quality, in the same vessel, 
without requiring them to take certificates 
setting forth the different qualities of the

Has the State of Illinois the right to exercise 
control and authority to seize grain coming

hence stamped with the grade which their 
ignorant and incompetent bummer Inspectors 
may choose to place upon it? Is this an 
exercisé of the police power of the State, in- 
tended to prevent frauds and compel honest 
dealing; or is it a regulation of commerce, 
ander which the State of Illinois attempts to 
fix the character, quality, and of course the 
value, of all grain brought into IIlinois from 
sister States? Has the State of [Illinois any 
lawful power to thus regulate the trade and 
commerce between the States, and fix arbi- 
trarily the grade at which Kansas, Nebraska, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Iowa grain shall 
be sold in Chicago ? 

In Milwaukee and in all other commercial 
cities the grain trade is managed by the 
seller and the buyer. They practically agree 
upon an inspection which is mutually satis- 
factory. The seller sees to it that his grain 
is rated according to its real value, and the 
purchaser satisfies himself as to the same 
fact before buying. Such an inspection is 
satisfactory. Both of the interested parties 
are represented in the transaction, and there 
is no room for cheating or injury to either 
party. The business is conducted in a busi- 
ness way, by business men, and the inspec- 
tion has the confidence of the whole country. 

While Chicago has been suffering in char- 
acter and in business from this wretched sys- 
tem of political State inspection, the grave 


question occupying the deliberations of the 
State Inspection Department has been how 
much of its surplus revenue could be deposit- 
ed in rotten banks as a basis for 
credit to impecunious local politicians 
and starveling prints. Unless there be relief 
from this State system of inspection, it would 
be cheaper for Chicago to vote these poli- 
ticians double salaries, and have them shut 
up their shop, and remove from this city, 
whose trade they are destroying. In the 
meantime, we suggest the advisability of 
having the question judicially tested whether 
the State of Dlinois has the power to arbi- 
trarily seize, inspect, and grade merchandise 
coming into the State from beyond its bor- 
ders to be sold here or held for shipment to 
other States. 

This whole State inspection system is a 
species of blackmail on the products of other 
States seeking a market here, which must 
strike any man who will reflect as not only 
grossly wrong but palpably unconstitutional. 


THE MINNESOTA REPUBLICANS. 

The Republican State Convention in Min- 
nesota has done credit to the party, not only 
in its own State, but in ite national relations. 
Its action was particularly gratifying in that 
it joined the Republicans of Ohio, Wiscon- 
sin, and Iowa, in the approval of a sound 
currency, and in recommending a steady and 
persistent advance in the direction of specie” 
resumption, This part of its platform is a 
matter of general congratulation on many ac- 
counts. First, because itis right. Secondly, 
because it indicates with certainty that there 
will be no division of any importance on this 
question in the National Republican Conven- 
tion. Thirdly, because it furnishes a com- 
plete answer to the slanders that have been 
circula in the East to the effect that the 
sentiment of the West is favorable to shin- 
plasters and repudiation. The harmony of 
the Republicans of Ohio, Wisconsin, Iowa, 
and Minnesota, on this question, is especial- 
ly gratifymg to Tue COmricaco Trisuns, 
which finds its arguments in favor of 
honest money reproduced by the Re- 
publican Conventions of these several States, 
and feels that its persistent efforts in this 
behalf have not been in vain. The action of 
these Conventions is also highly creditable to 
the intelligence of the Republicans of the 
West, because it shows sufficient intellectual 
force to resist the deception of the fallacious 
reasoning and sophistical arguments put forth 
constantly by the eurrency-watering organs 
of repudiation, and at the same time illlus- 
trates the impotency of this class of news- 
papers to compass the injury to the Repub- 
lican party which would ensue if their sophis- 
try were entertained. 

The entire Minnesota platform is as sound, 
conservative, and intelligent as the portion 
which demande that policy of finance which 
shall steadily keep in view the return to 
specie payments.” The tariff resolution 
could not be well improved. First, a tariff 
is demanded that shall be strictly for rev. 
enue,” and this is made even stronger by 
adding that “‘it should be so adjusted as to 
be least burdensome and most favorable to 
the interests of home industry and labor.”

A protective tariff brings 
no higher prices for grain, swine, or 
cattle, which remains unprotected’ but 
exacts from the people of that State 
a larger proportion of their labor and prod- 
ucts to pay the increased cost of their rail- 
road iron, their agricultural implements, 
their working tools, their clothes, boots and 
shoes, household utensils, and all the neces- 
saries of life. When, therefore, they say 
that a tariff strictly for revenue” should be 
so adjusted as to be least burdensome and 
most favorable to the interests of home in- 
dustry and labor,” they mean that it should 
be chiefly imposed upon brandies, cigars, tea 
and coffee, sugars, spices, and other articles 
either not produced at all or produced to a 
limited extent in this country, whereby the 
duties which are paid shall go to the Govern- 
ment and not into the pockets of competing - 
manufacturers in Pennsylvania and New 
England. This is precisely the relief which 
the home industry and labor of this country 
needs, and it accords perfectly with the ides 
of a tariff strictly for revenue, 

The remainder of the Minnesota platform 
has been dictated by the same good judg- 
ment and honest intentions as the tariff and 
currency resolutions. The demand that the 
railway corporations shall be held in fair sub- 


Democrats, They have set a good example 
by declining to make a formal nomination 
for Chief-Justice, in the desire to elevate the 
choice of the judiciary above mere party con- 
tests; but they advised the people to vote 
for Judge Grurttuax, the present incumbent, 
and it is probable that he will receive almost 
a unanimous vote in the State.

THE CHARTER DECISION.

‘ceedings brought to test the validity of the 


charter election has been rendered against 
the Mayor and Aldermen claiming the right 
to act under the ballot-box stuffed charter of 
1872. The first decision in the case was 
given by Judge Boora, who sustained the 
demurrers to the pleas entered by the coun- 
sel for the ballot-box stuffers, but gave them 
leave to enter amended pleas. The amended 
pleas were argued before Judge Farwett, 
who gave his decision yesterday morning. 
He declined to pass upon the points already 
decided by Judge Boorn, and merely review- 
ed the new points brought before bim in the 
pleas as amended. The demurrers on the 
part af the people have been sustained again. 
The principal points made so far are: (1) That 
minority representation should have been 
formally submitted by the Council at 
the time the charter was submitted; 
this was made by Judge Boors; and 
(2) that the places of holding the election 
ought to have been fixed at the same meeting 
the time was fixed, while, as a matter of fact, 
they were not fixed until some eight days be- 
fore the election was held, another ordinance 
having been passed for that purpose; this 
point ig made by Judge Farwe. 

It must be remembered that no evidence 
has been taken in these gu warranto pro- 
ceedings concerning the unquestionable ille- 
gal voting and ballot-box stuffing. The de- 
cision$ have been on the preliminaries, and 
if Judges Boorn and Farwetu are sustained 
by the Supreme Court, the matter will have 
to go no further. The charter of 1872 will 
then have been decided never to have been 
adopted. The counsel for the people asked 
that a judgment of ouster be entered against 
the city at once, but Judge Farweuu decided 
to give the counsel of the conspirators the 
privilege of bringing in another set of 
amended pleas on Monday next, when he 
will entertain them or not. If he does not, 
he will give judgment against the charter of 
1872. The Mayor and Common Council will, 
we présume, take an appeal, which will leave 
matters in statu guo until the Supreme Court 
shall pass upon the judgment of the Circuit 
Court. Meanwhile, however, it is not likely 
that the Mayor and Council will be so rash as 
to abolish and create offices as they have been 
heretofore, in view of the probability that 
the charter which authorizes all this will be 
held not to have been adopted. And the 
Commission (Messrs. Hund, Tunzy, and Roor) 
appointed to revise the city ordinances in 
conformity with the charter of 1872 will see 
the propriety of postponing work and ex- 
pense in this matter, under the strong proba- 
bility that no such revision will ever be 
needed. 


BONAMY PRICE ON THE ENGLISH CRISIS. 

Prof. Boxamy Price, of Oxford, has writ- 
ten a sensible little note to the Indianapolis 
Sentinel on the causes of the English crisis. 
We published it yesterday. He takes the 
path marked out by Tax Tammo in its dis- 
cussions of the matter, but does not follow it 
as far. The destruction of capital caused this 
crisis, as it does all others. The great iron 
interests of England have been especially un- 
fortunate. The iron made has cost more than 
it could be sold for. There has been a 
large consumption of food, clothing, mate- 
rials, and tools by the workers in iron; the 
iron produced has not fetched back an equiv- 
alent in corn from America, wool and cotton 
from divers countries, meat and butter from 
England, and soon.” There has therefore 
been a destruction of capital. The nation is 
leas fitted to carry on business. The free use 
of credit postponed the day of discovery for 
soug time. Finally, the firms which had lost 
most had to stop. They could no longer 
make up the deficit between the cost and the 
selling-price of their iron by discounting 
notes in bank. But they had long been doing 
this, and the banks were loaded down with 
bad paper. They were, however, strong 
enough to bear the loss. Their reserve-funds 
more than sustained the worthless notes. 
The panic therefore ended where it began, in 
the money-market. 

This shows how the crisis came. Why did 
it come? Why did the banks discount bad 
paper so freely, and so make the continued 
distruction of capitak possible? Because, as 
we have said before, the English money- 
market. was overstocked with capital 
seeking investment. There was a plethora 
of wealth. Good investments conld not be 
found for it. The defaults in interest-pay- 
ments on American securities, State and rail- 
road, in North and South America, had 
scared investors from our shores. It would 
be easy to show, while on this point, that 
repudiation, defaulted payments, and talk in 
favor of general dishonesty, has cost the 
United States ten million dollars for every 
million that has thus been shamefully and 
shamelessly saved by cheating the European 
lenders. The rag-ravers groan over the high 
rate of interest, unmindful of the fact that it 
is they and their predecessors who make 
interest high by scaring capital away. En- 
glish capital, thus deprived of its great field 


willing to let it lie idle in their vaults while 
the interest on it gnawed into their reserves, 
they loaned it without sufficient care and cir-

It was hardly to be expected that the cur- 


ble than gold. It is not worth while to 
give serious consideration to so fantastic a 
notion, but we may mention one inevitable 
effect of the plan. The Government would 
go on receiving greenbacks for duties, adding 
a premium of, say, from 10 to 12 per 
cent for gold, according to the current 
quotations. All at once interest-day would 
come around, and the Government would 
find that it had some 523,000,000, we will 
say, to pay out for interest in gold,—with 
plenty of greenbacks but no gold on hand to 
pay it. It would have to go out and buy up 
the gold with which to meet its obligations, 
and pay what the gold-brokers might see fit 
toask for it. The gold-brokers, having a 
corner on the Government, would probably 
see fit to ask an advance of several cents over 
and above the rate at which the Government 
had taken greenbacks. At least, knowing 
the Government was obliged to buy, they 
would be very foolish not to do so, Thus 
the Government would lose annually about 
the same amdunt in its gold purchases as the 
gold interest; or, in other words, instead of 
paying 6 per cent it would be paying 10 per 
cent, which would inevitably. lead to bank- 
ruptey in the long run. We imagine this 
single objection to be sufficient, without go- 
ing into the matter any further, to warrant 
delay in the application of Mr. Coopzr’s 
remedy.

THE FIRST CHICAGO REGIMENT. 

The review of the First Regiment by Gov. 
Beverrpes in South Park on Wednesday 
afternoon served to demonstrate the large 
public interest felt in the organization of our 
militia forces. The park was crowded with 
carriages. Thousands of people went to see 
the parade. The evolutions were received 
with great enthusiasm by the people and 
considerable surprise by the connoisseurs. 
Gen. Sazrrmpan and Gov. Bxvinwon both ex- 
pressed themselves as astonished and pleased 
to find that the organization had been brought 
to so excellent a condition of drill and disci- 
pline in the short time since it was formed. 
They had expected to see only the ordinary 
battalion drill, but instead of this they found 
the most intricate and dificult maneuvres 
executed without a mistake. The encomiums 
passed upon the display were highly flattering 
to Gen. McCioure and his subordinate offi- 
cers, and attest the lively interest that has 
been taken by the rank and file. 

The organization of our militia regiments 
was suggested, it will be remembered, at the 
time that Communism began to show its 
head last winter. Having succeeded in-pos- 
sessing themselves of some of the relief 
funds the previous winter, the Communists 
proposed to repeat the programme last win- 
ter, and it became evident that the law and 
respectability of the city demanded some 
greater protection than the ordinary police 
force afforded. It was then that the first 
earnest effort was made to organize an ef- 
ficient militia. Old volunteer officers in the 
late War were induced to take hold of the 
enterprise and give it the benefit of their 
experience; and the young men of the city 
were found ready and willing to sacrifice a 
portion of their time to the necessary drill. 
The result of this combination has been one 
regiment already in good drill and tolerably 
full in ranks, and another in course of for- 
mation. 

There is still more to do, however, before 
our militia will be comparable to.that of New 
York or Boston, in numbers or efficiency. 
The First (Gen. MoCrivre’s) is in need of ad- 
ditional aid. It has been found that while 
there are enough young men ready to enter 
the ranks, they ean hardly give the time and 
pay the dues necessary to sustain the organi- 
zation, and in addition thereto expend the 
$40 or $50 requisite to purchase a uniform. 
It is asking too much of them to do so. Some 
$5,000 or $6,000 would serve to supply the 
complement of uniforms for a full regiment, 
after which the ranks might be speedily re- 
cruited to the full number and with the 
proper class of men. This amount ought to 
be promptly furnished by the citizens who 
have property-interests at stake. It ought 
not to need another outbreak of Communism 
to spur our citizens on to this action. The 
progress of the regiment, as exhibited by the 
parade of Wednesday, ought to be sufficient 
incentive to the immediate subscription of 
the small amount still needed. There is no 
telling when a full and efficient regiment of 
drilled soldiers may be a blessing to Chicago, 
and our citizens should take as much pride in 
the organization as the citizens of New York 
do in their famous Seventh Regiment.

ONE LESSON OF THE DUNCAN-SHERMAN 
PAILURE. 

The recent suspension of the banking- 
house of Duncan, Suemman & Co. reiterates 
and ought to enforce one lesson which Tun 
Cutcaco Trrsuns has sought to impress upon 
its readers many times in commenting upon 
bank failures before. That lesson is the dan- 
ger which must sooner or later overtake 
every banking-house which engages in specu- 
lating or gambling outside of its legitimate 
business. How has it been with Duncay, 
Suzmman & Co.? This was a house which 
enjoyed almost unlimited confidence both 
at home and abroad, and was sup- 
posed to be as solid as 6 rock. 
In the manner of its failure there is lit- 
tle to criticise, as its managers determined 
to suspend when it became evident that to 
continue any longer in business would de- 
stroy their assets and wrong their creditors, 
and there 1s nothing to indicate that a fair 
settlement will not be made with the credit- 
ors, except the report which comes by tele- 
graph that both Mr. Duncan and Mr. ‘Suzr- 
ux transferred a large amount of real estate 
in New York City a day or two before the 
failure, said to amount to $1,250,000. This 
has a dark look about it, and, for the sake of 
the reputation of the firm, we hope the re- 
port is unfounded. Concerning the cause of 
the failure, however, there is ample room for 
criticism, and the criticiam bears upon the 
lesson we have intimated. 

It appears, from facts obtained by in- 
terviews and otherwise, that Duncax, Suzr- 
man & Co. have been engaged in flying a num- 
ber of very dangerous kites outside of their

prominent houses during the panic, or one 
might say more truly it was this illegitimate 
business which produced the panic. The 
broken Chicago banks can trace their fall to 
the same cause. The recent disastrous fail- 
ures in London grew out of wild 
and reckless speculation and irre- 
sponsible loaning of money upon chances. 
The world over, the rule holds true. 
Speculating, gambling in values, making 
loans without regard to the character of the 
securities for the purpose of getting high 
rates of interest, sooner or later will involve 
any bank in ruin. As a rule, low interest 
means good securities, high interest bad se- 
eurities. When banks go out of the legiti- 
mate channels of business to dabble in stocks, 
end bonds, and all sorts of miscellaneous se- 
curities, without regard to their character, 
when they devote themselves to bolstering 
up rotten railroads, when they invest in prod- 
uce, taking merchants’ risks, when in any man- 
ner they substitute uncertainties for certain- 
ties and swell their assets with supposititions 
securities and shifting values, they are ex- 
posed to every storm which overtakes the 
financial market, and are sure to go to 
pieces, because they are unprepared to meet 
it. They are as unsafe as the merchant who 
gives his days to his store and his nights to a 
faro-table. The rule has been proven true so 
many times that it is almost superfluous to 
callattention to it. Only those banks are 
safe and sound and weather the financial 
flurries and storms which confine themselves 
strictly to legitimate banking, and are secur- 
ed by first-class paper instead of balloons 
which are liable to collapse atany instant. The 
failure of Duncan, Saerman & Co. empha- 
sizes the rule. 


LIKE CAUSES PRODUCE LIKE EFFECTS. 

Mr. Pig-Iron KxLLxxr is nota plagiarist. 
No such charge of dishonesty has ever been 
brought against him. His would-be argu- 
nients for Confederate currency and the soup- 
house legislation called the protective 
policy are all drawn from the place where 
his brains ought to be. This originality 
makes the striking similarity between a re- 
cent speech of his and a passage in Miss 
Martrvzav’s History of England from 1816 
to 1854” more striking still.

THE ARCHITECTURAL COMMISSION, 
; OUTLINE OF THEIR REPORT. 


The Chicago Commission of Architects con- 
tinued their examination of the Custom-House 
yesterday, the point in question being still that 
of the sufficiency of the foundations. It appears 
that Mr. Van Osdel eacly advanced the theory 
that the report of the Government Commission 
as to the sustainiug power of the soil was en- 
tirely misleading and incorrect, because they 
made the tests on small surfaces, generally one 
foot square. Mr. Chesbrough, the en- 
gineer of the Commission, naturally 
opposed this view, and asserted that 
the larger the surfäce the greater would 
be the sinking, the weights per square foot being 
equal. To prove the truth or falsity of this es- 
timate, the large pit at the southwest corueg of 
the structure was sunk 13 feet, and a pier with a 
surface of some 4 or more feet putdown. The 


| load put upon this was 3,000 pounds to the 


square foot. and the measurements to indicate 
the sinking were carefully made. They showed 
that the pier had gone down 1 inches in about 
forty hours. The test on the middle of the east 
front showed a trifle more sinking in the same 
space of time. 

During the day the Commission took notes of 
these facts, and also caused the examination of 
the soil in the basement to be made with rods. 
The result was to show good ground in ali cases 
but one, ard bere they struck a bed of soft soil 
or mud from 7 to 10 feet below the bottom of 


the basement as now excavated. 

After noting the results in eagh case the Com- 
missioners adjourned to Parlor No. 1, Grand Pa 
cific, and finished its investigations,‘but will hold 
a meeting at the same place to-day, 
when a tinal report will undoubtedly be 
presented. The seven members, it is now 
understood, are a unit, and the report cannot be 
further deiayed from any disagreements. It is 
possible that when it is presented in the session 
to-day there may be mor corrections to make 
and trifling amendments necessary. But in the 
main its purport is already settled upon, and the 
document presented to-day will most likely re- 
ceive the siguatures of theseven members of the 
Commission, and directly afterwaras be sub- 
mitted to the Mayor. by him to be forwarded” to 
the Council for us action Monday evening.

AN OUTLINE OF THE REPORT, 

which is a rather voluminous paper. It is di- 
rectly opposed to the report made by the Wash- 
ington Commission of engineers who came here 
and investigated the structure soon after Gen. 
Holman assumed his present position. Instead 
of favoring the pulling down of the 
building, the Chicago architects favor 
its continuation, and deny that the causes upon 
which the Wasbington gentlemen based their 
report exist. They take decided grounds against 
the Administration Commission on every point, 
and establish their position by the most thor- 
ough and complete calculations and data. There 
cau be no doupt but that their investigations 
have been carried forward with 

THE GREATEST? INTELLIGENCE AND ACCURACY. 
They have spent a great deal of time 
upon them, and have brought to them 
as. much scientific and practical know 
edge, no doubt, asa could be found in any 
similar body of men, They have taken hold of 
tbe work with a feeling that their report in- 
volved their reputations, and hence have prose- 
cuted the work with a carefulness not to be ex- 
pected from the first Commission from any simi- 
lar reason. This report, therefore, is entitled to 
the greatest weight and respect, and it will carry 
conviction to many people who. have inclined to 
opposite views. 

THE PRINCIPAL PART OF THE INVESTIGATION 
has been directed to the foundations of the 
building. Defects there, if any. could not but 
be of a serious character. The future safety of 
the building depends upon the durability and 
prefect coustruction of those parts. They have 
sabjected them to every test kuown to engineer- 
ing. ‘They have dug into the earth, examined 
the concrete, and tested its bearing capacity with 
pressures largely in excess of what it will have to 
carry. The Washington officials went away from 
here, it seems, with a very serious mistake in 
their calculations. They placed the weight of 
the piers at figures largely in excess of what 
have since been found tu be the true ones. In 
making their comparisons they reckoned upon 
the base of the pier, instead of upon the area of 
the concrete. Thus they gave the piers a much 
legs Dearing area than they actually possessed, 
But reducing in this way the number ot square 
feet in the base, the pressure per square 
foot was greatiy increased: The concrete 
forme the proper bearing of the piers, 
and computing their weights upon the 
square feet of its area they are found to be but 
about half what they were calculated tobe by 
the Washington Commission. Thus the latter 
computed them at about 6 tons per equare foot, 
while the Chicago Commission reckon them at 
from 24 to age These are the number of 
tons each pier will carry on each square foot 
when the — is compiéted, ot in other 
words, the entire weight the foundations will be 
obuged to carry. Chicago Commission soon 
found that the maximum weight was bat 3 tons,

The stones, too, 
in the most exposed parts of the building, 
at the outer corners, for instance, were seen to 
be perfect. The lamivated stones were those 
mvariably placed in muer angles of the wall 
where they received bus littie light and suo- 
shine, and consequently seasoned slowly. It 
became apparent to the investigators that the 
whole difficulty arose from the fact that the 
stones had not been properly seasoned. After 
this idea was conceived many further observa- 
tions were made, which proved its correctness. 
The report will therefore oppose the aliegation 
that this defect will increase aud prove a serious 
injury to the building. It will maintain that. as the 
stone seasons it will cease, and that the stone, 
taken when properly seasoned, is the best 
of its Kind, and worthy to be used in the 
construction of the building. It will not. however, 
pass over the character of many stones which 
through carelessuess and neglect have gone into 
the building. It will recommend that 
THE PORTICOES BE TORN DOWN 

and the atones so hideously patched be removed. 
It will also recommend cutting out and replacing 
some of the stones which have proved weak. It 
will comment upon the differences in color of the 
stones, and pernaps urge that some of the light 

ellowish ones be replace with gray. Tais, 

owever, is not certain. To restore the building 
to a uniform color the removal of about one 
stone in twenty is necessary. Tho variations in 
hue are certain to be rendered less obvious by 
exposure, and it is not thought worth while by 
most of the Committee to recommend any such 
amount of tearing down and building up again. 
The weak stones and the patched offes, the re 
moval of which the Commission recommends, 
are about one in 200. The report will also point 
out the fact that the laminated stones which are 
defective to the depth of but about one-sixteenth 
of an inch, can be easily refaced or veneered. 

The report, in brief, will divectly oppose all 
the results and recommendasions put forth by 
the Washington investigators, and m effect 
recommend that work on the building be re-

MUELLER TO THE PRESIDENT.

in the business of working im or quarrying stone from 
those quarries for a period of twenty-five years. I 
have invested as capital in that business large sums of 
money. The contract between myseif and the Govern- 
ment was awarded me after a public competition, and 
up to the time of the suspension of the work by the 
order of the Secretary of the Treasury that con- 
tract, upon my part, in every requirement made 
upon me by the Government under it, had been 
strictly complied with. The City of Cincinnati is 
almost entirely built of this stone. Large and splendid 
blocks of buildings in the cities of New York, Chicago, 
and in other cities are built of this stone. Up to the 
time of the publication of the report of the Commis- 
sion appointed by the Secretary, I can say that the 
suitability of that stone for building-material had 
never been questioned. It had withstood the test of 
fifty years’ actual experience, and had passed through 
those tests triumphantly. It is certainly most ex- 
tracordinary that the public have remained so long 
under a „ and that one New York architect, 
one Massachusetts builder, and oue engineer have 
succeeded in discovering that for half a century the 
world has been wrong in its opinion of stone taken 
from the Buena Vista quarries.

I have never in my life paid a dollar, directly 
or indirectly, to secure a contract, or to obtain favors 
after securing one, and I regard b mot only a refiec- 
tion upon my integrity, but also upon my sanity, to 
allege that I had paid money to, or conferred benefits 
upon, Mr. Mullett either directly or indirectly under 
such circumstances. Doubtiess any favorable expres- 
sion of opinion concerning Mr. M indulged in by 
me would operate prejudicially to me with the Treas- 
ury Department; but in full view of all that I assume 
the risks which may attend such statement when I 
say that from first to last, so farasmy business with 
Mr. Mullett in connection with my contracts ia con- 
cerned, his zeal in protecting what he deemed to be 
the rignts and interests of the Government has been 
carried to @ greater extent than I have ever t 
experienced from a private individual asserting what 
he conceived to be his own rights under his private 
and individual contracts, I would,therefore, Mr. Presi- 
dent, be vindicated ; I would have, so far as is possi- 
ble, my wrongs righted; I would be dealt with, not 
liberally, nor even-mercifully, but justly. The Treas- 
ury Department has the power to rum me.

CAPT. BOYTON. 


Kis Adventurcs ds a Diver- How He 
Piayeu It on a Shark. 

A correspondent who has interviewed Capt. 
Boyton sends a report of the Captain's state- 
ment to the Gentleman s Magazine: Soon af- 
terward I worked down into the Gulf of Mexico. 


The first coral I raised was in Catoche. Knock- 
ing road about there, I heard of the loss of the 
schooner Foam. The first mute and three men 
got saved, but the Captam, his daughter, and 
three men got lost. I lung round to see if she 
could be raised. After we'd spent the best part 
of the week, we sailed over her and dropped 
anchor. It was a lovely Sunday morning when 
we strack her. Ste lay in 60 feet of water 
ou a bottom as white as the moon, Looking 
down I conld see her leaning over on one side 
upon the coral reef. When I got down to her I 
saw she'd toro a great gap in the reef when she 
ran against it. The mainmast was gone and 
hung by the fore. I clambered up; I saw whole 
Sh. Als of fish playing in and oat of the hatches. 
First I went to look for the bodies, for I never 
hike to work while there’s any of them about, 
Finding the fo'castie empty, I went to the two 
little state-er Ums. It was rather dark, and 1 
had to feel in the lower bunks. There was 
nothing in the firat, and in the other the door 
was locked. I pried it open and shot back 
the lock with my ads. It flew open, 
acd out something fell right against 
me. 1 felt at once it was the 


‘woman's body. I was not exactly frightened, 


but it shook me rather. I slung it from me aud 
went out into the light a bit until I got hold of 
myself. Then 1 turned back and brought her 
out—poor thing! She'd been very pretty, and 
50 I carried ber in my arms; with her white face 
pestiing against my shoulder, she seemed as if 
she was only sleeping. I made her fast to the 
line, as carefully as I could, to send her up, and 
the fish played about ber as if they were sorry 
she was going. At last I gave the signal, and 
she went slowly up, her hair floatiog round her 
héad hke a pillow of goldensea-weed. That was 
the only body I found there, and I managed af- 
ter to raise pretty considerable of the cargo.

He came down to me slick 
as I looked up. I made at him, aud he sheared 
off. For an hour he worked at it, till I could 
stand it no longer. If you can keep your head 
level, it’s ali right, and you're pretty safe if 
they're not on you sbarp. This ugly brute was 
20 feet long, I shouid think, for when I laid 
down all my length on the bottom, he stretched 
a considerable way ahead of me, and I could see 
him beyond my feet. Then I waited. They 
must turn over to bite, and my laying 
down bothered him. He swam over 
threes or four times, aud then skulked 
off to a big thicket of seaweed to consider. 
I knéw he'd come back when he'd settled his 
mind. It seemed a long time waiting for him. 
At last he came viciously over me, but, like the 
time before, too far from my arms. The next 
time I bad my chance, and ripped bim with my 
knife as nearly as I could. A shark always re- 
members he’s got business somewhere else when 
he's cut, so off this fellow goes. It is a curious 
thing, too, that all the sharks about will follow 
in the trail he leaves. I got on my bands and 
knees, and as he awam off [ Woticed four dark 
shadows slip after him.

LETTER FROM DOR, LEONARD BACON. 
itor of 14 New York Tribune: Iam not always 
sen iti to what the newspapers say about me, 
but what a friend says, whether privately 
or through a newspaper, is another 
thing. In t recent weue of the New 
York Sun (sent to me with black lines 
drawn around various references to the 
Brooklyn affair, I recognize, appended to a com- 
munication concerning myself, the initials of an 
old and valued friend, and 1 have reason to be- 
lieve that they truly indicate the writer. Regret- 
ting that he did not find some otber medium 
through whiq; to address the public on my sup- 
posed delingtiency, I heg space m your columns 
forareply. My friend says: 

I was ty sur that Dr. Leonard Bacon 
r Mr. Baecher. . Dr. 
Bacon is President of a theological seminary. Are 
to expect that Beecher’s theology or want of theology, 
is to be taught at New Haven? What motive 
hae any man who believes in Divine. Reve- 
lation send bis son to New Haven to be 

or 


taught asystem of negatiom, Beecher manhood, 
as — of us think, want of true manhood, and that 


ail men will be saved, especially the winked, when they 
die? What motive have we laymen who do believe 
the orthodox creed to give money to support such 
wishy-washy stuff as Mr. Beecher has been preaching 
for twenty-five years past? Mr. Bacon can’t cam- 
promise this question as he so often does others, 

To this I reply: 

1. I have not preached for Mr. Beecher nor at 
his inyitation, I preached in the Plymouth 
Chureh Sunday evening, June 13, at the invita- 
tion of Mr. Halliday, whom I régarded as repre- 
senting the Church, Mr. Beecher being at that 
time relieved from responsibility for the Sunaay 
evening service. 

2. eu I received the invitation, I remem- 
bered, first, that itis my vocateon to preach the 
Gospel wherever I can find a comgregation to 
hear me; and that no preacher can be reason- 
ably considered as vouching for the religious 
soundzess of those to whom he preaches an oc- 
casional sermon. When the Apostle Paul 
preached on Mars Hill, be did not 
thereby vouch for the orthodoxy of the 
Epictireans and Stoics who were his hearers, I 
remembered also that, from the date of the 
Brooklyn Council, the Plymouth Church people 
bad been highly displeased with my expressed 
opinions about their dealing with Mr. Tilvon 
and about the whole Me silence”; and 
I could not but regard the invitation as a 
testimony that they had fallen in with 
my way of thinking, and that they would not 
again drop without censure a church-member 
who puts into ci lation, or maliciously repeats, 
diegradeful charges against their pastor. 1 
found afterward that I had not misnuderstood 
the meaniug of the invitation. 

3. I wish it to be understood that though I did 
not preach for Mr. Beecher, Iam willing to do 
so’ if he is willing to invite me, just 
as Lam willing to preach at anybody's invita- 
tion wherever I am likely to havea respect- 
ful and attentive bearing. Should Dr. Bellows, 
or Dr. Chapin, or the more erratic Mr. Frothing- 
bam, offer mea pulpit and an audience, wh» 
should I not accept the offer? The man who in- 
vites me to preach in his stead makes himself in 
some sort responsible. for my preaching, 
but he does not make me responsible 
for his. I haye a friend—a ‘zealous but 
broad-minded Congregationalist—- Who gave 
some thousands of dollars to the building of a 
Roman Catholic cathedral, aud did not think 
that his Protestantiem or his Evangelical faith 
was compromised by the gift. Andif I, at the 
invitation of Archbishop McCloskey, should 
preach the gospel of Christin the New York 
Cathedral, ought I to be considered as vouching 
forthe Pope and the Vatican Council? Paul 
preached in synagogues wherever the ruleis 
of the synagogue invited him to speak; 
but bb did not im so doing Over to 
“the ¢oncision.”. Why, then, should I refuse to 
preach in the Hebrew Temple on Fifth ave- 
nue, if I were invited to do so by those who pre- 
side over that great congregation ? 

4. Perhaps it may seem over-critical, but 
modesty requires me to say that I am not the 
President of a theological seminaty.” Though I 
am ond of the Fellows“ in the corporation of 
Yale-Collége, I am only a “ lecturer,” and not 
even a Professor in the Faculty of The- 
ology. The alarming question, Are we to ex- 
pect that Beecher's theology or want of theology 
is to be taught at New Haven?” may be an- 
swered with a peremptory “No, we are not to 
expect any such thing.” The theology taught, 
aud to be taught, at New Haven, is just the the- 
ology of Jesus Christ and His Apostles, as exact ly 
as the learned and  keen-sighted Pro- 
fessors (Of whom I am not one) can 
ascertiin by a faithful and reverent study 
of the Scriptures. Consequently it is not 3 
system of negations,” nor of Beecher man- 
hood.“ or waot of true manhood,” and certain- 
ly it is not (vor do 1 admit that Mr. Beecher’s is) 
that all men will be saved, especially the wick- 
ed, when they die.” 

5, ** Laymen who believe the orthodox creed” 
have no motive to give money to sup- 
port what my friend calls ‘the wishy- 
washy stuff which Mr. Beecher has been 
preaching.” Nor am I awage that they are in- 
vited to do 80, save at the annual renting of 
seats in Plymouth Church. 

6. My friend insists that [ shal) denounce Mr. 
Beechor's theology, or want of theology.” 1 
answer that, just now, the question before the 
public is not about Mr. Beecher's theology, but 
about his personal morality. Tne meanest thing 
in Mt. Beach’ argument to the jury was 
this attempt to influence the verdict by throwing 
the Plymouth pulpit’s theology, or want of the- 
ology, into the scale as a makeweight. While I 
have my own opinion about the wisdom and the 
tendency of attempting to present Christ and His 
salvation in terms of phrebology, I should make 
myself @ partaker in what 1 regard as other 
men’s) sine, if, at this. erivis, when 
Brooklyn not to say the whole con- 
try—is becoming divided into parties for 
and against Mr. Beecher, I should begin an at- 
tack oa what seem to be defects in his theology. 
This ip not the time for such criticism. If he

BOWEN’S SUIT FOR LIBEL AGAINST THE 
BROOKLYN EAGLE. 
New York Sun, July 2. 

The Brooklyn Hagle published en the 7th of 
last August what purported to be an interview 
with Henry C. Bowen on the Beecher-Tilton 
ect. Aal. r. Bowen, urging that no euch inter- 
view was ever had with him. instituted suit for 
libel, saying his damages at $100,000. Yesterday 
James McDermott, the writer of the article, 
was examined de bene esse in the suit, he being 
about to stert for Chicago. He testified that he 
bad been a newspaper reporter for four or five 
years ; had known Mr. Bowen for two and a half 
pon, and had bad frequent conversations with 

im in that time. He described bis search for 


Mr. Bowen on the afternoon of the interview, 


and added : 

The first object of conversation was in re- 
gard to some business matters. The subject of 
the charges against Henry Ward Beecher was 
tben before the public. I think the Investigat- 
ing Committee haa been convened. That sub- 
ject was referred to by us. I have read the arti- 
cle which purports to be an interview with Mr. 
Bowen on Aug. 6, 1874, and published in the 
Eagle next day, I prefer to call it a conversa- 
tion. It was not intended to be ap interview, or 
hoid as such. Apart from the introduction, aud 
so far as that purports to state what Mr. Bowen 
said relative to himself, Mr. Beecher, Mr. Tilton, 
Mr. Moulton, and Mr. Claflin, he said in sub- 
stance what is there attributed to him. I never 
had what is technically called an interview. This 
was a conversation. I bad frequent conversa- 
tions with him on the same subjects.” 

The taking of further testimony was then 
postponed until this afternoon.

EXCHANGE OF MONEY ORDERS. 


Arrangements Made Between the 


Postal Departments of the United 
States and Canada. 
Orrawa, Ont., July 25.—The articles of con- 


vention between the Postal Departments of 
Canada and the United States for the establish- 
ment of an exchange of money orders between 
the two countries ace gazetted. They provide 
that money orders payabie in the States shall be 
issued at the money order post-oflices of the 
Dominion on and after the 2d of August next 
for sums pot exceeding $40 Canada currency 
on any single order, for which, the commission 
charged shall be 25 cepts on sur order not 
exceeding 620, and 50 cents over $20 and under 
$40. No further charge will be grid on pay- 
ment in the United States. 
ders issued in the United States upon 
Canada, in conformity with the terms of the 
convention will, in a like manner, be payable at 
the money order offices of the Dominion on 
which they may be drawn without charge in the 
value in gold coin of the deposits made in the 
United States in paper, for payment to the bene- 
ficiaries in the Dominion of Canada, and the 
value in United States paper money of deposits 
made in the Dominion in gold coin, or currency 
of par value for payment in the United States 
shall be determined according to the rate of 
premium on gold in NewYork in the following 
manner, viz; The Postmaster at New York 
shall at 3 o'clock p. m. of each day, except Sun- 
day, telegraph to each of the appointed exchange 
offices in the United States the rate of the 
premium on gold at that hour, which rate shall, 
when received by such exchange offices, be taken 
as the basis of conversion Of money values for 
the next and for all subsequent orders and ad- 
vides dispatched and received until receipt of 
the next telegram from the Postmaster at New

THE OLD INOIAN BOARD. 

Lowe Branca, July 29.—The Board of Indian 
Commissioners called on President Grant this 
morning, and remained with him until noon. 
The administration of Indian affairs was ear- 
nestly discussed. The President announced his 
unfaltering confidence in the humane and Chris- 
tian policy by him adopted. The subject of the 
charges made by Prof. Marsh was discussed, and 
a most thorough investigation of them demand- 
ed. Prof. George H. Atherton and Senator 
Howe, of Wisconsin, have already gone forward to 
the Red Clond Agency to serve on the Commis- 
sion of investigation. The President was earn- 
est in piedging the full power of the Executive 
in reforming any brauch of the service, and 
pledged his hearty co-operation with the Board, 
with whom he is an entire accord. Neither the 
Secretary of the Interior nor the Commissioner 
of Indien Affairs were present at the conference. 
The gradual removal of all the Indians in the 
country to the Indian Territory and south of 
Kausas was discussed, and measures adopted 
lookiug to the carrying out of the pian. 

be Board have issued an address to the 
Chrfstian public asking their support of the 
humape policy toward the Indians. They say 
that this policy, despite the assaults upon it, has

| been emivently successful. The Indians are 


taking on manners and occupations of civilized 
life. In regard to lodian Agents, while they ad- 
mit that perhaps a few may have become corrupt, 
they feel confident that the Government was 
never so faithfully served in this respect as at 
the present time. Neither the Board nor the 
Government could be justified in accepting 
loud-mouthed accusations as an evidence of 
guilt, as most of the charges come from disap- 
pointed contractors and traders, whose hope of 
gain under a more careful letting of contracts 
and rigid inspection of suppliesis gone. Nor, 
on the other hand, wouid they be justified in with- 
holding the most rigid investigation, when, as in 
some cases, charges are made by respectable and 
responsible parties. They appeal tothe Mission- 
ary Board to nominate none but the best men 
for the position of Agents, and state that in all 
measures of reform they have the cordial sup- 
vort of the Goverument.

THE NEWSBOYS. 


How and Where They Had Their 
Fourth Annual Picnic. 


Gathering of the Clans---The 
Newsboys’ Yell. 


Amusing Themselves in the Woods— 
Waiting for Dinner. 


Outbreaks of Mischief. 


At about half-past 8 yesterday morning the 
precincts of the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacitic 
Railroad Depot, on Van Buren street, were in- 
vaded by several hundred urthins. They were 
all in a high state of excitement, and manifested 
great exhilaration of spirit over some impending 
event. In their restless activity they were con- 
stantly scattering about and moving through the 
different portions of the depot, and the air re- 
sounded with shouts of inquiry or the 


slogan of the various clans endeavoring to collect 


together their wandering members. Ob, Reddy, 


where are you?“ Oh, Patsy Flynn,“ etc., were 


loudly vociferated, with such peculiarities of 
quaverings and intonation as would be apt to 
attract the attention of the one sought, while 
ever and anon some peculiar hullaloo would 
pierce the air, rallying together the members of 
some crowd.“ A train backed into the depot 
with five flat, open cars, and an instantaneous 
aggregation of the multitude ensued, what was 
bare board changing toa scene of obgtreperous 
activity. The vermicular writhings of the 
mass of humanity during the first wild rush 
filied the spectator with apprehensions of 
accidents occurring, but the roaring Babel of 
sound soon resolved itself into a conversational 
hum, interrupted by occasional congratulatory 
whoops, indicating that the occupation of the cars 
had been completed. As the train did not move 
off forthwith, the volatiie spirits of the urchins 
soon again effected a ial dispersion of their 
numbers, boys jumping on and off the cars con- 
stanily, and swarming over the adjoining plat- 
form. The various private slogans and rallying 
cries were now exchanged for 
A SHRILL WASWHOOP 
whose cadences were marked by the rapid per- 
cussion of the hand upon the mouth. is was 
delivered with an unanimity that made it ic- 
ularly impressive, and with a forcible bat 
made it dominaie over all other noises, so that 
one could hardly bear one’s wg ree speak. At 
a little before 9 o’clock Maj. Nevane’ military 
band arrived, and the sight of the big drum was 
welcomed with a wild *‘ hurroo!” a gather- 
ing of the masses. As its bearer hurried along 
the platform with it, he seemed to be executing 
a sort of demoniac war-daace—such was the vio- 
lence of his gesticniations—while a crowd of 
boys maintained a fugitive and evasive system 
of attack upon the resounding drum head. 
Such were some of the scenes at the starting of 
the fourth annual picnic of the newsboys and 
bootbiacks of Chicago. There was a passenger- 
car forward reserved for the ladies and gentle- 
men accompanying the boys, and the door was 
unlocked so as to open the way to a place ‘of 
refuge for the man with the bass drum. The 
door that opened a retreat to him afforded a 
means of entrance to a crowd of boys, each of 
whom selected an eligiblé seat next to the win- 
dow, and, stickingjtheir heads out, uttered whoops 
of self-congratuiation. The bass drummer 
stepped out on the platform for a few minutes, 
and upon bis return found

going on, in which his bass-drum was made the 
recipient of the shouider-hits from a number of 
assailants. Mr. Hook, Superintendent of the 
Newsboys’ Home, c ed into the car, routing 
the offenders and driving them out, their ex- 
pulsion being greeted 125 their comrades with 
sbrilf derision. The flow of animal spirits 
seemed to be infectious. Col. J. H. Bowen, who 
furnished thé train aud picnic grounds, danced 
along the platform, waving his hat and shout- 


ing, “Hooray!” “I'll give the signal to 
the. engineer when we're to ~ 
said he to the conductor. But that 


cold and practical man said that be was running 
that train, and when they were ready to go he 
would give the signal himself. 

About a quarter after 9 the train started. amid 
a chorus of particularly- loud war-whoops. 
About 500 boys were — up on the open cars 
hanging along the sides in clusters. They all 
yelled. They yelled all the time. As the train 
passed along through the city, from the localities 
adjacent to the line of the road came answering 
whoops and yells. When the train passed 
through Englewood the boys were etill yelliug. 
and in good wind. Indeed, they never let up for 
a decent interval of time until grub-time at the 
picnic.grove.
